EDUCATION.

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Historical. 

In l lie Spring of 1888 Bishop Mallalieu appointed Rev. \V. 
H. Cline, of ihe South West Kansas Conference, to take charge of 
the Lake Charles Region, with Rev. W. P. McLaughlin, of the New 
Orleans Mission District of the Louisiana Conference, as his Pre- 
siding Elder. During the first year Bro. Cline organized classes 
at Welsh, Brown School House (Now Raymond), and opened up 
preaching places at several other points. The next year at the 
session of the Louisiana Conference, Bishop Fitzgerald, without 
consulting him, transferred Bro. Cline and appointed him Pre- 
siding Elder of Lake Charles District. The following year he 
organized charges at Lake Charles, Welsh, Jennings, Crowley 
and Baldwin. Welsh included Evangeline, Fathergill School 
House, and Fenton School House, while Crowley included 
Ehcnezer and Prairie Hayes. 

During the following years, until 1894, Lake Charles District 
remained a part of the Louisiana Conference, with Bro. Cline as 
Presiding Elder. He earned his support by giving half his time 
to editorial work and half to the church, drawing simply his 
traveling expenses from the church. 

In 1892 he attended the session of the General Conference 
held in Omaha, and by his efforts secured the separation of the 
white work from the Louisiana Conference, and its organization 
into the Gulf Mission, said organization being affected Jan. 20, 
1893, at Jennings. 

Previous work under Bro. Cline enabled the Mission to 
begin with seven charges, ten Sunday Schools, four churches and 
two parsonages, with 419 members and probationers. A good, 
spiritual condition is said to have existed throughout the work. 

The enrollment of the first Session shows the names of L. F. 
Abernathy, W. H. Cline, P. A. Drown, C. A. King, J. W. 
Mougey, P. J. Robidonx, Logan Rogers, A. Wilkinson and C. 
K. Woodson, with Win. Shepherd as local preacher. C. K. 
Woodson was elected Secretary, holding that office seven years. 
C, A. King was appointed Superintendent. The next year the 
names of P. C. Chaney, R. J. Crawford, S. E. Pendleton and 
E. L. Wells appear on the roll. 

In 1897 the Mission was organized by Bishop Walden into a 
Mission Conference, with seven members, a church membership, 
of 932 and 104 probationers, eight churches, two parsonages 
and $389 reported for the benevolent collections. Bro. King 
was appointed as Presiding Elder, holding that position till the 
Session of 1900. 

The next year several of the charges now on the Marshall 
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District appeared for the first time, and at the Session of 1898, 
held in Crowley, that District was formed, with J. VV. Lively as 
Presiding Elder. The growth of this District now extends from 
the sunrise in Mississippi to within a hundred miles of Sunset, in 
Texas, and threatens to include the whole Southland. 

The transfer by the General Conference of 1900 of the New 
Orleans Central District, from the Louisiana to the Gulf Mission 
Conference, brought to us our oldest charge. Ames Chapel 
(now St. Charles Avenue church), has a history reaching back 
to 1865, when, on Christmas day, Bishop Thompson organized 
the Mississippi Mission. H. G. Jackson was, at that Conference, 
elected and ordained deacon, and appointed to the work in New 
Orleans. June 7, 1866 , corporation papers were executed by 
the first Board of Trustees. Meetings were held in a small and 
inconvenient hall, and during a part of the year the name of A. 
C, McDonald appears as pastor of the church. 

The next year, 1867, the lot on the corner of St. Charles 
and Calliope streets was purchased and the contract let for the 
building of the church that still stands. The lot cost ten 
thousand dollars and the church thirty-six thousand. The con- 
ference of 1866 appointed Rev. Dr. J, P. Newman, afterwards 
Bishop, to the charge, so that he really stands as its first pastor. 
During all these years this church has beeh one of the most 
important evangelistic centers of the South. Its membership has 
never been large, but its history has been replete as an evangeliz- 
ing agency. Seventeen pastors, including some of the greatest 
men of the connection, such as Bishop Newman, named above, 
Bishop Harlzell, Dr A. A. Johnson and other strong men have 
served the work. 

The district was organized in 1887 with W. P. McLaughlin 
as Presiding Elder. As it now stands it includes work among 
the French, Italian and English-speaking people of the city and 
vieinitv.
